‘The destroyer opened fire at six 
‘miles with -the wonderful American 
naval guns. The U-boat, however, was 
lying -with decks almost awash and 
therefore was a most difficult target, 
and as the American drew in toward 
it at full speed it submerged sud- 
denly. The smoking muzzies of its 
wet guns disappeared beneath the} 
waves only.an inStant after their last} 
shots had been fired. 

The Americans were unable to de-} 
stroy the U-beat, but the destroyer 
escorted two of the three merchant- 
men safely to port after having res- 
cued the crew of the third, which al- 
ready was sinking. — 

Few Transports Victims. 

If not convoyed merchantmen have} 
a small chance against these super- 
submarines. Little ‘fishing ° vessels, 
which the Germans do not disdain to 
attack at every opportunity, are still 
helpless. . 

It is a remarkable fact that during 
the entire course of the war only nine ; 
British transports have been sunk 
with a total loss of less than 2,000 
lives, although frequently a quarter 
of a million soldiers are at sea on a 
single day, and altogether more than 
eleven million men have been trans- 
ported safely by water. 

The weather is against ‘the allies 
in a centinuance of their successful 
aviation work against submarines.

The new franchise bill before the 
house of lords revealed strong opposi- 
tion to woman suffrage. Earl Lore- 
burn moved to omit the clause from 
the bill giving women the parliamen- 
tary vote. After a two days’ debate 
the amendment was rejected. 

The debate showed one important 
convert to the women's cause in the 
bishop ef London. But Earl Loreburn, | 
the Marquis of Lansdowne, Baron Fin- 
lay, and EarkCurzon strongly opposed 
placing the names of 6,000,000 women 
on the voting register.
